One of the things selling American industry 
and commerce short around the world is a 
mistaken belief in the word "reciprocity." 

Our liberal-radical Congresses, in trade 
arid ""all other commercial relations with 
foreign governments, have madea big thing 
of the word "reciprocity. ''.As a matter of fact, 
some years ago our- Trade - Agreement Act 
was known officially as the "Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act." 

The trouble with this is that reciprocity, in 
many instances, has been nothing more than 
a myth. Our belief in the idea that if we cut 
our tariffs and our trade / and commerce 
barriers other countries would do likewise is 
little more than a laughingstock. It is one of 
the prime reasons why the United". States 
today is called "Uncle Sucker" in many 
sophisticated areas of the world. 

It is not only the U.S. airlines that have been 
discriminated against. In my own state of 
Arizona the citrus fruit industry has suffered 
from this kind of restriction for aJong time. 

We have come to that point in our economic 
development where the United States does hot 
have the abundance to play Uncle Sucker. It 
does not have what it takes to let the entire 
world "take us." Through the foreign 
economic aid program we learned long ago 
that making concessions to foreign 
governments or making contributions to 
foreign governments does nothing to increase 
their love and respect for the United States.

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have gone right down the drain in a mistaken 
idea that we were helping the hard-pressed 
people of the world and that if they ever got on 
their feet they would rush to our aid in any 
kind of crisis. It doesn't work that way. It 
never has. It never willr* 

It is my firm belief that this government 
has adequate ways and means to impress 
upon other nations how drastic our need is 
and how much to their own benefit it would be 
for them to help out. 

. However, it is my belief that bur inaction 
stems more from a lack of plain American 
"guts" and a mixture of compassioiii which is 
so deeply embedded in all Americans; 

We did away with "isolationism" many 
years ago, during World War 11^ and if we 
haven't learned by this time how interrelated 
are the problems of commerce and industry 
as weir as. defense; perhaps we never will. 

In every indiyiduki's life there comes, a 
time wjnert, for tlie sake of' survival; that 
individual must drop everything else and look 
out for "No. 1." I have every reason to believe 
the same thing applies to nations and I also 
believe that America's time has arrived.
